Psalm 119 

Aleph vs 1 - 8: Happy are they who observe his degrees, and seek God with all their hearts! 

Beth vs 9 - 16: My delight is in your statutes; I will not forget your word. 

Gimel vs 17 - 24: Turn from me shame and rebuke, for I have kept your statues. 

Daleth vs 25 - 32: My soul cleaves to the dust; give me life according to your word. 

He vs 33 - 40: Turn my eyes from watching what is worthless ... 

Waw vs 41 - 48: I delight in your commandments, which I have always loved. 

Zayin vs 49 - 56: This is my comfort in my trouble, that your promise gives life. 

Heth vs 57- 64: The earth, O Lord, is full of your love ... 

Teth vs 65 - 72: It is good for me that I have been afflicted, that I might learn your statues. 

Yodh vs 73 - 80: Let my heart be sound in your statues, that I may not be put to shame. 

Kaph vs 81 - 88: The proud have dug pits for me; they do not keep your law. 

Lamedh vs 89 - 96. I see that all things come to an end, but your commandments have no bounds. 

Mem vs 97 - 104. How sweet are your words to my taste! 

Nun vs 105 - 112. Your word is a lantern to my feet and a light upon my path. 

Samekh vs 113 - 120. Away from me you wicked! 

Ayin vs 121 - 128. I am your servant; grant me understanding. 

Pe vs 129 - 136. Turn to me in mercy. 

Sadhe vs 137 - 144. Your justice is an everlasting justice and your law is the truth. 
Qoph vs 145 - 152. 1 call to you; oh, that you would save me! 
Resh vs 153 - 160. Behold my affliction and deliver me ... 

Shin vs 161 - 168. Seven times a day I will praise you, because of your righteous judgments. 
Taw vs 169 - 176. Let my cry come before you, O Lord ...
